Charles Goepper Jr. was drowned two 
miies off East Thirty-ninth street yester- 
Gay when he plunged from the déck of 
the fast power cruiser Raboco while at- 
tempting to: scoop a mud hen from the 
water, 

The Rabots is owned by Henry Bosch, 
secretary of the Henry Bosch company, 
wall paper manufacturers. He and young 
Goepper, who was a son of Charlies Goep- 
per Sr., vice president and treasurer of 
the Bowles Live Stock Comsmniasion com-~ 
pany, were close friends. 

Mr. Bosch had had the engines thor- 
oughly overhauled and the trip was made 
for the purpose of testing them. Besidep 
young Goepper and Louis Wagner, whois 
&@ member of the Thomas Cusack com- 
pany, those invited were Arthur Sackett 
and Charlies A. Coey, automobile dealers. 

The cruiser left the harbor of the Chi- 
cago Yacht club at 3 o'clock: An hour 
later, while it wes about three miles south- 
east of the gap in the Van Buren strect 
breakwater and two miles off shore, Wag- 
ner saw a mudhen and shot it.

As the bird fell into the water, Stern, 
who was at the wheel, steered for it. 
Goepper, clad in a flaring rubber slicker 
and with a sou’wester fastened securely 
on hie head by @ strap under the chin, 
grabbed GW lohg handled scoop net and 
ran to the rail ready to pick up the fowl. 

Ali of those on deck had donned rain- 

or. alickers on account of the rolling 

sea, which drenched them ae the boat 
At the time the bird 
was shot, according to Mr. Bosch, the 
cruiser was making about ten knots. 

Young Goepper kept one hand on the 
rail and leahed far over in an effort to 
land the prize in his net. On account of 
the waves and the rocking motion of the 
craft the task was difficult. 
of the rail against which his body rested 
is a hinged gate, which can be thrown 
back against the rail to admit a gang- 
plank. The weight of his body pressing 


‘against it, with a sudden lurching of the 


boat, tore the screws through the hinges 
and Goepper plunged down. 
_,+ Sinks as Help Arrives. 

Mr. Bosch reversed the engine, but 
Goepper was more than a hundred feet in 
the wake of the boat before it started 
back, Goepper was a good swimmer, and 
apparently was making some headway 
toward the boat wheat he suddenly threw 
up one hand and shouted for help. Sack- 
ett ran eft and sent a life preserver sail- 
ing toward Goepper. 

Wagner threw aside his slicker and 
dived overboard.. A iife preserver was 
thrown to him, and, pushing this ahead of 
him, he swam toward Goepper. When he 
was about twenty feet from the cruiser 
Goapper was seen to raise both arms, and, 
with hands together, went under. At 
the same time Wagner was seized with a 
cramp and his hold.on the life preserver 
was all but loosened. He clung to it, how- 
ever, untfl a line was thrown a him and 
he was hauled on board. 

Goepper was 27 years old. He was em- 
ployed by the Bowles company as a sales- 
man and resided at 4727 Forrestvilleave- 
nue. His widow, Mrs. Frances Bott Goep- 
per, anda 2 year-old sun, Charles, serve 


him.

ing the increased expenditures on nation - 
al defense, . 

Senator Smoot of Utah charged Mr. 


treasury and predicted an estimuie of 
upwards of $300,000,000 would have been 
more nearly correct than the one for 
~412,000, 000. 

Senator Gore of Oklahoma, Democrat, 
who heretofore has stood hitched to every 
administration scheme, declared he would 
oppose the instek of a tax on oil and 
gasoline as proposed by Mr. McAdoo. 

Congressman Buchanan of Chicago, an- 
other Democrat, announced, he wvuld 
oppose the McAdoo scheme and anything 
proposed by the administration calling 
tor a ~ raid on the treasury.” 

Simmons with Administration. 

The administration gained a supporter 
during the day, however; in Senator Sim- 
mons of North Carolina, chairman of the 
senate finance committee. Senator Sim- 
mons signified his intention of supporting 
its program, no matter what is included. 

While Senator Simmons was approving 
Secretary McAdoo’s suggestions, how- 
ever, Senator Pomerene of Ohio, another 
Democrat who has usually stood with the 
administration, announced his intention 
of seeking a tax on munitions maufet- 
tures. 

This anouncement was not received with 
pleasure by the ‘administration leaders, 
who fear that it will result in accentuating 
the discussion on a munitions embargo, 
which was averted only by the adjourn- 
ment of congress on March ¢ last. 


Smoot Cites Discrepancies. 

Senator Smoot's attack was the out- 
standing feature of the day’s discus- 
sion of thé McAdoo revenue statement, 
however. 

“ Certainly Mr. McAdoo’s statement is- 
sued this morning,’ said Senator Smoot, 
“does not correspond with the daily 
statement of the treasury iséued on the 
date with which he begins his tabula- 
tions. The secretary declares that on 
July 1; 1915, there was a credit balance

IMMIGRATION AFTER THE WAR. 

One of the niajor questions of public policy which 
‘ongress ought to consider thoroughly at the com- 
ing session and to act upon is that of immigration. 

What the effect of the war and the result of a 
declaration of peace will be upon immigration the- 
orists do not seem to agree. But Tue Trisonp 
‘believes, nevertheless, that this is the time to dis- 
cuss our national policy on this subject and the 
time to take action in the national interést. 

We are at this time in a state of suspension as 
to the alien influx, which is not large and in some 
measure offset by emigration badk to Europe. We 
have a moment when thé usdal presstres of busi- 
ness and of sentiment which have formulated our 
immigration policy are relieved. We are impressed 
by the extreme national'sm of Europe with a sense 
of the need in our day of a more definite national- 
ism at home. In short, all the conditions would 
seem to be favorable to a more deliberate, prac- 
tical, and broadly national consideration of our 
immigration policy than have existed since immi- 
gration became a problem in this country. War 
locks the people in Europe, War has closed down 
upon the activities of the shipping interests in 
stimulating immigration. War has brought home 
to us in America, and this is most important of all, 
a realization of the slowness and incompleteness 
of the processes of the melting pot, the peril to 
our domestic peace, our harmonious progress, and 
even our security of incomplete assimilation. 

In this situation we ought to take thought for 
our national future and to consider whether ft is 
hot time to close the gates for awhile for the sake 
of our own and those who are to come after; to 
consider whether we had better not devote our- 
selves to an intensive cultivation of Americanism 
and interrupt at least for a time our provess of 
absorbing the peoples of the earth. 

There are two opposite predictions respecting 
the effect of the war upon European immigration. 
One bolds that there will be a great movement 
out of Europe to escape the burden of the war 
debt. The other holds there will be no immigra- 
tion, either because laws will be passed by Eu- 
ropean governments to keep labor at home, or be- 
cause labor will be in such demand and thereforo 
so well paid that it will stay at home voluntarily... 

A restriction law adopted by the United States 
would be unnecessary in the latter case, but also 
harmless, and in the former beneficial! if not neces-

The injuries 
which he has sustained are perfectl¥ 

one eyé, the nose, and one of 
the ears having been destroyed by the 
corrosive liquid, as well es a portion of 
the ps, one cheek and the temple being 
seared in the most shocking fashion. 
Immediately after attacking him the girl 
committed suicide. 

Prince Leopold, who has twiee visited 
the United States and Canada within the 
last ten years, and who has been enter- 
tained quite extensively in New York, 
was rather heavy faced, with a some- 
what eulky expression of mouth and 
eyes, which was emphasized by the pince- 
nez which he invariably wore. 

His mothet ie that Princess Louise of 
Belgium who, since her elopement from

FOUNDATIONS FOR LARGE 
OFFICE BUILDINGS. 
Chicago, Nov. 22.—[To the Friend of the 
People.]—How deep an excavation ts re- 
quired for the large Sufldings. and how 
deep does the piling go? Also, what is 
the nature of the ground for, my, 100 
feet down? CHARLES R. CARY. 


The foundations for the large fireproof office 
buildings are generally carried to bedrock, 
which is found in the loop district at a depth 
ranging from 65 to 106 feet below sidewalk 
level. When piles are used for foundations, 
they are generally fifty to sixty feet long and 
are driven to hard pan when possibie. 

In sinking caissons for the higher bufldings 
the character of the soils encountered varies. 
In the heart of the loep a soft blue clay is 
found for the firet thirty feet below sidewalk 
level, then a compact clay for twenty-five feet, 
“ollowed by a stiff clay for twenty feet er morr 
containing pebbles and an occasional! bow/lder. 
This stratum is of a hardpen nature Imme 
diately overlying the bedrock fs a silky lay@ 
holding water. Just south of the loop sand is 
found for the frst fifteen feet below sidewalk 
level, then fifty to sixty feet of soft clay, fol- 
lowed by a five foot stratum of sandy loam 
with water, then ten feet to fifteen feet of 
clay, and overlying the rock a silky layer. 
For an interesting description of caisson work
